second half of their non-stop $25,- 
000 flight to Dallas this afternoon.

She landed 
at 9:31 a. m. after exactly 38 hours 
aloft 


Her mark was two hours, thirteen 


minutes and five seconds better than 
that of I/ena Bernstein, made May 2, 
oi 35 hours, 45 minutes and 55 sec- 
onds. Mile. Bastie previously 
had 


held the record at -27 hours sustain- 
ed flight. 


After! she had broken the record 


this morning Mile, Bastie dropped & 
note saying that she expected to re- 
main up two hours longer. 


Mile. Bastie altogether set three 


new world's Hying records, that lor 
a woman in sustained flight, lor 
either man or — oman lone pilot in 
sustained flight and for sustained 
flight in a light machine. 


She came down worn out with cold 


and fatigue and stumbled and would 
have fallen had she not been helped 
from the cockpit of her plane. Tears 
ran down her face as she eiailed In 
tie happiness of her triumph. 


Her first question was about Coste 


-and Bellonte., ol -whose success she 
knew oaly through signals on the 
ground after she went up. 


Today's success represented her 


fifth attempt to regain the record 
lost to Mile. Bernstein, dark-haired 
Russian competitor in beauty as well 
as in flying. Mile. BastJe has been 
flying for 10 years. One of her first

Finds Earth Is Mere Dot 


In Universe Of Weight 


Madison—Of)—The earth wo live 


on is a mere dot in tho universe by 
weight. Prof. Charles il. Huffer, of 
tho Washburn observatory at 
the 


University of Wisconsin, has found 
through weighing stars, two of them 
for tho first time. 


From his observations, Prof. Huf- 


fer sets weights down as: 


Tho earth—G with 21 noughts tons. 
Tho sun-—330,000 times the earth's 


weight. 


Stars he measured—10,315,500 with 


21 noughts tons, or a figure of 10 
octillions, 315 scptillions, SOO scxtil- 
lions of tons. 


Prof. Buffer's studies were made 


with a device utilizing the photo-elec- 
tric cell which converts starlight into 
electricity and permits measurement 
of tho intensity of the light in volts. 
The photo-electric cell is tho same 
device that has made1 talking motion 
pictures possible, through 
having 


light shino into film perforations and 
striking the cell, which tranfonns the 
impulses into electric current and 
controls tho sound apparatus. 


The stare Prof. Huffer measured 


were 150 and 2,000 light years distant 
from the earth. A light-year, ho ex- 
plains, is the distance that 
light, 


moving at 
1SG.OOO miles a second, 


can travel in a year. Thus, tho near- 
est star Prof. Huffer measured is 2.- 
194.G4S plus eight noughts 
miles 


from tho earth and the more dis- 
tant one 
is 
2,927,592 plus 
irine 


noughts miles from the earth. The 
sun is said to be about 100,000,000 
miles from the earth. 


The stars Prof. Huffer weighed 


were' measured for the first time. 
He also has done work to corrabor- 


ato weights of other luminaries tak- 
en by astronomers. 


He uses an instrument called the 


photo-electric photometer, which con- 
sists of tho photo-electric cell and a 
dellcato meter which measures elec- 
tric current. This is attached to the 
telescope and Prof. Huffer says it 
is so sensitive that raising a curtain 
nearby will

the 
measuring: 


neetllo fluttering. The actual weigh- 
ing of stars involves much mathema- 
tics after tho intensity of light has 
been measured by the photometer. 


One of tho stars weighed by Prof. 


Huffer is known as H. R. 71G3. It 
is a pulsating star, he says, and ex- 
plaines it contracts much like a per- 
son's chest breathing—only the star 
requires four days to take a breath. 


Another was Boss 1607 and Prof. 


Huffer says he measured it during 
an eclipse with another star which 
has played "a celestial ring around- 
the-rcsy" with it for centuries.

SOYBEAN ACREAGE 


Value of Crop as Hay Is 


Verified by C. J. Loev, 
Spencer-rd 


B\r W. F. VTOfSEY 


C. J, Ixjev, Spencer-rd. -who suc- 


cessfully experimented -with raising1 
five acres of soybeans lor hay this 
season, expects to plant 12 acres of 
the new kind of cattle feed nest 
spring.. Mr. Loev started harvesting: 
his soybeans on Saturday. Soybeans 
may be harvested for hay in the 
same -way as other hay but the best 
tvay is to cut the crop -with a bin- 
der and to set it up in small shocks 
to cure. The writer saw a crop of 
soybeans in Oconto-co that was,, too 
heavy to cut with a mower and to 
be cured easily in windrows, cut 
with a binder, cured in shocks, and 
stacked for winter use very easily. 


Edward O. Mueller, a Spencer-rd. 


farmer, experimented also with six 
acres of soybeans for hay this sum- 
mer.—He has one of the best crops 
raised in Outagamie county this sea- 
son. His yield will be probably, three 
tons of hay per acre. He expects to 
plant soybeans^% on a much larger 
scale next spring. Mr. Mueller used 
the soybeans this summer as a 
nurse crop, for sweet clover. Wh/sn 
sweet clover and soybeans are plant- 
ed together, the sweet clover often 
reaches ^above the soybeans when 
the beans are ready to harvest for 
hay and makes the hay crop very 
large. Mr. Mueller's beans are so 
thick: and heavy that they kept the 
sweet clover dovra. After the beans 


are harvested, however, the sweet 
clover will malco a. big showing In 
case the drouth is broken. Tho crop 
will be plowed under and used as a 
fertilizer for a corn crop next sum- 
mer. 
The sweet clover would be very 


serviceable as pasture or hay next 
summer but Mr. Mueller has fif- 
teen acres o£ other sweet 
clover 


for pasture and so will use the six 
acres as a corn fertilizer. 


C. P. Oaks, manager of the Green- 


field Farms-, Shlocton has cut thirty 
zxrcs of soybeans for hay, and as 
soon as the beans are ripe he ex- 
pects to cut ten more acres to mix 
with his corn crop in his silos? Mr. 
Oaks considers soybean hay 
the 


equal of alfalfa hay for milk produc- 
tion and also as a feed for sheep 
and hogs. Before feeding, Mr. Oaks 
cuts the sojbean hay with an insil 
age cutter and In this way makes 
use of the stems as well as the 
leaves. The great advantage of soy- 
beans over alfalfa is that the beans 
do well on low land where alfalfa is 
af ailure, alfalfa on poor soil may 
winterkill but soybeans never as the 
beans are planted in the spring, and 
the beans will do well on ground to 
produce a good crop of other hay 
or even weeds. 


On account of thin, weak stands 


of spring plantings of alfalfa, red 
clover, and other grasses, due to the 
drouth, a large number of farmers in 
this section of the state will turn to 
soybeans next spring as an emer- 
gency hay crop.

Bfculison—(/P)—Wisconsin 
farmers 


pay an annual bill of $31,300,000 for 
feed, according to statistics compiled 
by "Walter Ebling, agricultural statis- 
tician and his assistant S. J. Gilbert, 


About ?200 is expended annually 


by more than half the farmers in 
the etate who do not grow all the 
feed they require. Feed crops occupy 
almost 90 per cent of the crop land. 
The portions of the total production 
of tho important crops fed to live- 
stock are: Corn 97 per cent, hay 92 
per cent, barly SS, wheat 55 and rye 
53 per cent; 


Feed purchased in order of import- 


ance according to tonnage are: Mill 
foods 33 per cent, commercial raided 
feeds, 26 per cent, grain 14 per cent, 
ground feeds 12 per cent, high pro- 
tein unmixed feeds 10 per cent and 
all other feeds five per cent. 


"Of the bran,- middlings and other 


mill feeds purchased by farmers, 
bran is by far the most important 
with a total of 53 out of every 100 
tons of mill feed bought being this 
feed," the 
statisticians reported. 


"Standard spring wheat middlings 
rank next in importance in. this 
group with 21 tons out of every 100 
sold. Flour middlings, red dog, rye 
feeds and other mill feeds make up 
the balance of mill feeds.

Scheduled for Hearings 
This Fall

the-work falling- upon the. shoulders 
of .Chief Examiner Ellis A; Yost and

New rules and regulations govern- 


ing thj procedure at. hearings be- 
came effective this week and appli- 
cants will'find that a more or less 
complex practice must be followed 
in the presentation of their cases 
to ;the commission. 


.These rules, the first definite at- 


tempt by the commission since its 
creation to set up a formal proced- 
ure; were promulgated with a -view 
to: giving applicants ; for new sta- 
tions, a concrete guide in enforcing 
their rights to a hearing under the 
law and at the same time to give 
licensees adequate opportunity 
to 


protect their interests against en- 
croachment. 


IMPORTANT STEP 


The adoption of new rules of pro- 


ce^ure is heralded as an important 
stap in the advancement of radio 
regulation under a commission. Since 
1920, 
when the first commercial 


broadcasting took place, the task of 
licensing broadcasting stations and 
certain other classes of stations^, has 
been constantly 
growing. Today 


the regulation of radio is reposed in 
a commission of five members with 
an assisting personal of more than 
10 0^ employes. Ten years ago the 
entire job was capably handled by 
William D. Terrell, at present the 
chief of the radio division of the 
department of commerce, and E. T. 
Cadmus, deceased. These two men, 
with a handful of clerical assistants, 
constituted the radio service, then a 
•part of the bureau of navigation, of 
the department of commerce."
